Mind, which, at laſt, will bring Death again upon the Soul to 
God, and the living Society of his Children. Andindeed, it is 
a great ſhame that any who haye ever known the Truth of God 
in theinward Parts, and the ſweet Society of Brethren, elpect 
ally thoſe who were early in the Work of this bleſſed Day and 
heavenly Diſpenſation, ſhould ſo far depart from the Fear and 
Awe of the Lord, as to uſe ſuch Unſavoury, as wellas Untrue 
Expreſſions; this is very far from that Meek Spirit of Jeſus, and: 
the firſt Love, which they pretend to have ſo ſingularly kept 
in, which beareth all things, ſuffereth all things, and endureth 
allthings, and teacheth to keep the Word of. Patience 'in. the 
Hour of Tribulation; Nay, but this is jadging of Spiritual 
things with a Carnal and Prejudiced Mind, {tumbling at the 
Matter, for the ſake of- the Perſons throngh whomit comes, not . 
eying nor weighing the Spirit the _ ariſes from, but the 
Perſon by whom it is ſpoken, which darkens the Eye of the
